REMARKS 

Claims 2-14, and 20 are pending in the application. By this Amendment, claim 21 is 
canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. 

Claims 2-7, 10, 13, 14 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Nishida (U.S. Patent No. 5,497,432; hereinafter "Nishida"). Claims 8, 9, 11, 12 and 21 are 
objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Apphcants amend claim 2 to include the subject matter of allowable claim 21 and cancel 
claim 21. Further, objected claims 8, 9, 1 1, and 12 are amended to be in independent form.
